Referring ‘to German claims of 
damaging or sinking the Hood, the 
Repulse, and the Ark Royal, he says 
such reports “may serve for a time 
to raise their spirits but in the end 
thelr falslty will be’ demonstrated and 
the consequent disappointment will 
be only the more depressing.” He 
might have quoted o certain high 
authority on German and English 
propaganda in the World War, 

Thus the English soldier could 
not even for a moment have the 
Impression that his country had 
taught him the wrong facts, some- 
thing which was unfortunately 
the case to such an extent with the 
German soldier that he finally re- 
jected everything that came from 
this side as “swindle: : 
Adolf Hitler wrote those words in 

“Mein Kampf,” and in thls war he 
has tried to avold repeating World 
War blunders, But there are ine 
dications {hat Berlin Is belng more 
honest with other peoples than with 
the: Germans themselves.

Imminent Operations 

Chinese authoritles | predict that 
major operations are imminent on the

All regular and militia units in 
Kwangsl have been mobilised to fight 
the invaders, reported Gencral Huang 
Hsu-chu, Chairman of the Kwangsl 
Provinclal Government, at tlie weel- 
ly Sun Yat-sen memorial service last 
Monday. 

In the opinion of General Huong, 
the Jupanese invasion of Kwangsi ds 
almed at cutting China's supply route 
‘in South-west and undermining the 
Kwanesi peoples’ morale. :
